The Income Tax Question Will Be Dis- 
tinct From the Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The advocates of an 
income tax and of the Internal Revenue 
features of the tariff suffered an unexpected 
reverse at the meeting to-day of the Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways and Means Com 
mittee. 

Instead ot indorsing the billas drawn by 
the sub-committee, it was voted by 6to5to 
reconsider the entire determination reached 
atthe Treasury Department some time ago. 
Mr. Bynum of Indiana, made the motion to 
reconsider, and it was his vote, which was 
decisive in securing the change. 

The Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means Committee later decided to present 
the income tax asa separate measure. Mr. 
Bourke Cockran, whois fighting the income 
tax feature, regards this as a victory, and 
saysthat he can defeat the measure in the 
House.

Pland’s Coinage Bill. 
WASHINGTON. D. C., Jan. 12.—The bill of 
Representative Bland directing the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to coin the silver selg- 
nioroge now in the Treasury was fav- 
orably acted upon by the Committee 
on Cotnage to-day. The vote on reporting 
the bill was9to8. Theaffirmative vote was 
all Democratic, with the exception of Repre- 
sentative Sweet. The negative vote was 
Republican, with the exception of Messrs. 
Tracy, Harter and Raynor. 

The Bland seigniorage bill as agreed on 
directs the Secretarp of the Treasury to im- 
mediatelv issue silver certificates 
of current denominations up to the 
amount of the seigniorage now in the 
treasury, namely, $55,156,681. These certif- 
cates are to be at once available to pay cur- 
rent Government expenses. The selgnorage 
is to be coined as fast as possivle to redeem 
the certificates.

REYNOLDS’ DECISION. 


Capt. E. O. Beers’ Pension Case the Sub’ 
ject of a Cenference. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 12.—Tne allege 
inconsistency of the decision of Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior Reynolds’ in the ap- 
peal of Capt. E. O. Beers of Elmira, 
|. oe late of the Fiftieth New 
York Engineers, and Commissioner of 
Pensions Lochren in the case of 
Judge Long of Michigan was the subject of a 
conference yesterday afternoon between 
Secretary Smith, Assistant Secretary Rey- 
noids and Commissioner Lochren. Judge 
Lochren, whose opinion in the case was 
reversed on appeal, stated that he agreed 
with the later decision. After the confer- 
ence Jndge Reynolds said: 

J was absent when inquiry was made at 
the office yesterday concerning the Beers 
case. My attention has been called to it. I 
am pleased to say that both the Secretary 
and the Commissioner of Pensions fully con- 
curinthe result of the decision fled by me, 
and in the construction put upon the act of 
1890.“ 

The case of Beers is wholly unlike that of 
Judge Long, as an examination of the papers 
willshow, The opinion simply discussed the 
act of 1890, giviaging the $72 rate, it: appeard 
ing from the evidence in the Beers case 
that he came within its reouirements. 
Ihe act of 1893, providing the $50 rate, was 
not discussed but in fixing the $72 and the $50 
rates the two acts must, without doubt, be 
construed together. 


PRESENT IN COURT. 


Mrs. Herbert Taken From St. Vincent’s 
Insane Asylum. 


Judge Fisher’s court room was the center 
of interest about the Court-house to-day, be- 
cause of the setting there of the Herbert 
habeas corpus case. 

Old Mrs. Herbert, whose son, Benjamin 
Herbert, is trying to rescue from the insane 
asylum, was brought to the Sheriff’s office 
early this morning by two Sisters 
from St. Vincent’s Asylum, where 
rs. Herbert has been confined. 
Young Herbert was on hand with his 
attorneys, Bentley & Peabody, and his meet- 
ing with his mother was a very affectionate 
one indeed. Mrs. Herbert was silent and re- 
served throughout, and sat bythe sisters 
without saying anything unless she was first 
addressed by her attorneys or her son. 

Mr. Herbert had come up from Cairo with 
his lawyer, Judge Mulkey, ex-Judge of the 
Supreme Court of Iilinols. The sisters came 
entirely unprepared and merely brought 
the person into court accordliug to the order 
of the court. Judge Fisher asked if they 
were prepared to make a return in the case 
and they sald they were not. Mr. E. A. B. 
Garesche was secured Dy the Sisters to repre- 
sent them, and he hada conference with 
Judge Mulkey of a few minutes, and drew 
up a return questioning the jurisdiction of 
the courtin the matter inasmuch as both 
Mr. and Mrs. Herbert were citizens of the 
State of Illinois and out of the 
province of the court. The return was 
not, however, led to-day, as Mr. Garesche 
gad he wanted to have the facts set forth 
verified by Sister Magdelen, the Superior of 
the institution, who just now happens to be 
out of town. 

Mr. Peabody said that he would be satis- 
fled to lay the matter over until to-morrow, 
as he wanted to secure some further evidence 
Judge Fisher was very anxious to go on with 
the hearing of the case, but was finally pre- 
valled upon to lay it over until to-morrow 


morning. Young Herbert’s attorneys 
wanted permission for the young man to see 
his mother and talk to her during the inter- 
val. Judge Fisher said that he had 
no authority to make such an order. as the 
case Was not yet properly before him. 

The sisters went off with the old lady, her 
her son going with them to the carriage. 

Mr. Herbert was seen in the rotunda ofthe 
Court-house, where he was pacing up and 
down awaiting results. He said that his wife 
had been insane for three years 
and at times became quite violent.

Welsor gianced hastily at the reporters 
gathered on the west side of the platform, 
and then looked down at the small box 
which was placed in the center of the trap, 
and on which he was to stand. 

He seemed totally oblivious of the crowd 
in the yard and on the housetops.

Dr. Shomber that Welsor was insane. Dr. 
Lebrecht, who was present, also stated that

sane. was dis- 
sected that there 
existed acystic degeneration of the choroid 
plexis. The doctors failed to agree upon the 
insanfty theory, Drs. Marks, Kingsbury and 
Frank saying there was nothing to indicate 
that Welsor was not of sound mind. Drs. 
Lebrecht and Shomber declared that there 
was sufficient evidence apparent without 
further examination to warrant an opinion 
that people with eat deal etter 
Drains were in the insane asy- 
lum. The body was taken charge 
of by Tom Wand, the undertaker, who will 
repare the body fer burial at the request of 
Velsor’s friends. 
A BIG CROWD. 

The crowd at the hanging was perhaps the 
largest seen in years.

Murder of Clementine Manning—Attempt 


to Escape From Ja- 


The rime Soc whim Sam, Ween stenes 


Clementine Manning, who had been Welsor’s 
mistress, was the victim. Welsor, who 
though illiterate, was a shrewd business 
man, was running the Cape May saloon at 
Sixth and Spruce streets when he first met 
the Manning woman. This was in 1883, At 
the time she was an inmate of Belle Clark’s 
Immoral resort at 11 South Sixth street, 
just a few doors from Welsor’s saloon. 
Welsor became infatuated with the woman 
and she apparently reciprocated the affec- 
tion. Welsor was a money-maker and his coin 
went as easy as it came. His first step after 
meeting Clementine Manning was to put her 
into apartments of her oon and he lived 
with her. His admiration for her was un- 
bounded and ali the money he could raise 
went to ornamenting her and her home. He 
took herto every place of amusement to 
which she wished to go, got her the finest 
clothes and put velvet carpets and 
many other costly ornaments into her home. 


This woman became his sole companion for 
along while,and he showed his feeling to- 
ward her by giving her the nameof ‘‘The 
Queen.“ She was the first and only woman 
he had ever loved, and he lavished his affec- 
tion as well as his wealth upon her. 

Welsor’s prosperity began to fade some 
time after he met the woman and 
many say that he neglected his 
affairs for her. At an rate, when he 
got strapped she turned cold toward him 
and warmed uptohim when he again ob- 
tained a position. It was this kindof treat- 
ment that caused a spat which resulted in 
their separation nearly two years before the 
day on which the murder was committed. 
Welsor then tried to keep away from her. He 
went North and while in St. Paul heard of 
her luck in winning $5,000 from the lottery. 
Some time afterward, about July 81, 1890, he 
returned to St. Louls and the very next day 
went buggy riding with Frank Angelo 
a bartender since dead. They breaxfasted 
at Forest Park and returned down town, 
drinking at different 8. y went to 
the Southern Hotel and Welsor left Angelo 
at the bar. Welsor drove west on Walnut 
street, and when he came tothe neighbor- 
hood where the Manning woman lived he 
stopped and got out of the sey. He claims 
tohave goneto the woman’s se to take 
her out in the buggy to see a lot of 
ground, and thatshe had made the engage- 
ment with him three days before, on his ar- 
rival tn St. Louis. When he entered the 
house the Manning woman was there and 
also her sister, Mollie Green. It is said that 
Welsor sent the latter out fora bucket of 
beer, but this is denied by him.

THE PATRONAGE WRANGLE. 

The rejection of the nomination of 
Hornblower and J. Scott Harrison in Com- 
mittee of the Senate isa slap direct at the 
President. There can be no doubt that 
the Senate intended it as an expression of 
senatorial resentment and a rebuke of Mr. 
Cleveland. 1 

There is no valid objection to either of 
these men. Hornblower is not eminently 
fitted for the Supreme Bench, but, on 
the other hand, his character is 
good and his qualifications fair. 
There is no substantial ground for 
his rejection on the ground of public good. 
J. Scott Harrison is well qualified to fill 
the office of Surveyor of the Port of Kansas 
City. Neither his character nor qualifica- 
tions can be successfully assailed. The 
only charge against his Democracy is 
based upon the pardonable offense 
of having voted for his brother 
for the presidency. Both of these 
men were rejected on personal 
grounds. Senatorial courtesy was invoked 
by the New York Senators in the one case 
and by the Missouri Senators in the other. 
The plain object was the rebuke of the 
President and the success of the appeal in; 
dicates widespread senatorial resentment 
against Mr. Clevelamd. Hill could never 
have accomplished his purpose, as Vest 
could not have accomplished his, if there 
had not been a strong sentiment in sym- 
pathy with them among their associates. 

But while the Senate is playing a dis- 
creditable part in this unseemly wrangle 
it cannot be held responsible for ite origin. 
The President struck the first blow when 
he attempted to use the patronage to con- 
trol senatorial action and to accomplish 
his own personal ends. He has committed 
worse blunders in dispensing the 
patronage during his present term 
than during! his first term. He 
has carried out his personal wishes 
with little regard for the welfare of the 
public, the interests of the party, or the 
sentiment of its leaders or voters. He has 
passed by eminent Democrats to honor un- 
own and untried friends. He has, worse 
than all, attempted to coerce members 
of Congress into obedience to his dictates 
and has rebuked them for declining to be 
coerced through the dis lof the pat 
ronage. The Harrison appointment is * 
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whipper-in. 
The Senate is, therefore, feturning the 


blows of the patronage whip on the back 
of the President. It is resenting the pres- 
idential lashing it has received. The Pres- 
ident can charge the Senate’s discreditable 
blocking of his plans to his own discredit- 
able example. Democrats have never pa- 
tiently submitted to the yoke and blows of 
a dictator. 
A POLITICAL EXAMPLE. 

Public men whoaspire to anything higher 
than peanut politics, ‘‘offisses’’ and no- 
toriety will find much to interest them in 
the fifth annual message of Mayor Pingree 
of Detroit. 

Mr. Pingree has probably fought as 
many good fights as any municipal officer 
in the United States and he has won them 
all because of the inherent justice of his 
cause and the energy which he put into 
the work. He has brought the gas men 
to their knees and reduced the price from 
$1.60 athousand to $1, with good prospect 
ot a further reduction to 80 cents in the 
near future. At the same time he com- 
pelled them to furnish a better quality 
of gas and protect consumers against 
fast running meters. In like mgnner, 
after a still more bitter fight, the city has 
been released from the clutches of the 
Electric Lighting company and a public 
plant owned by the municipality has taken 
the place of the private monopoly. It is 
now proposed to take equally drastic 
measures with reference to the water mon- 
opoly and the street railways and estab- 
lish an orderly system which shall insure 
public profit to the public instead of per- 
mitting them all to pass into the money 
chests of the franchise grabbers. 

If similar disinterested devotion to the 
public interest were displayed by the 
municipal officials. of St. Louis equally 
good work might be done here, We are 
now suffering from the power of corpora- 
tions to levy tribute’ upon the people to 
pay dividends on overcapitalization. The 
city is a partner in these undertakings, its 
interest being measured by that part of the 
paper capital over and above the actual 
cash investment. The franchise privi- 
leges are capitalized up to their earning 
power, and the excess instead of going to 
the people whose property it should be is 
diverted to the pockets of monopolists. 
There are legislative, charter and con- 
stitutional obstacles in the way of any 
thorough reform in these matters, and it 
will take time and thought and perse- 
verance to overcome them. But there isa 
growing sentiment against the prevailing 
policy which needs only cultivation and 
direction to make it effective. The man 
who can show that he sees something be- 
sides deals“ and ‘‘offisses’’ in politics 
can avail himself of this sentiment. 
Politicians who are not hopelessly ‘‘prac- 
tical,’’ but who are not therefore less am- | 
bitious, should give this some thought. 
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A LAWYER IN TRAGEDY. 


Is it a fact that the drama is gradually 
drawing into its insatiate maw the best 
talent of all the professions? We well 
know thatit has absorbed our Sullivan, 
our Corbett and our Mitchell, and we now 
have it from Tacoma,in the State of Wash- 
ington, that Col. William Johnson Fife, 
a lawyer of that city, is preparing to de- 
vote the remainder of his life to the stage. 
Asmight be supposed, his specialty will 
be tragedy. He will immortalize Shak 
speare while immortalizing himself. 

Booth is gone. There is an opening for 
a great tragedian. Why should not that 
tragedian be Col. William Johnson Fife? 
He may, of course, turn out to be merely 
an ear-piercing Fife. But then, on the 
contrary, he may prove to be the very 
prodigy we have been looking for since our 
greatest Shakspearean impersonator made 
‘his final exit. Let us hear Fife. 

Col. Fife has already won golden opin- 
ionsasan amateur Brutus, and he is at 
present studying that part, as also Rienzi, 
Virginius, Richard III. and Richelieu. It 
is asserted that his conceptions of these 
great characters are all original, as he has 
never seen any of them impersonated. 
This latter fact is fortunate. Many men 
of genius who would succeed in tragedy 
are hampered by having seen others in 
tragic roles. 

In the tragedy of ‘‘Julius Cœsar' Col. 
Fife will take the part of Marc Antony. 
He will afterwards appear as Othello, Mac- 
beth, King Learand Hamlet. Having no 
fear of being overshadowed by associate 
talent,Col. Fife will organize his company 
from the best histrionic capacity that can 
be found in New York or San Francisco. 
Some tragedians would employ an inferior 
support that their own genius might shine 
the better. 

Should Col. Fife succeed we may expect 
to see other members of the legal profession 
following in hisfootsteps.. A knowledge 
of law does nat come amiss to an actor, 
and the more the lawyer who organizes a 
tragedy Company knows about law the 
easier he will dodge constables in the dull 
seasons of the drama. How easily a great 
corporation lawyer, at the head of his own 
dramatic people, would dodge all writs 
that might be sent against him.

A Robber Baron’s Foresight. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Andrew Carnegie’s deelaration that it 
would be ‘‘better to obtain a moderate Dem- 
ocratic tariff bill, securing us stability and 
permanence, satisfactory to all, rather than 
a high protective bill passed by the Repub- 
lican party, and certain to bethe object of 
continual political attack,’’ has excited 
great indignation in the mind of the New 
York Tribune, to which this very sound ad- 
vice was addressed. The Tribune has nothing 
to oppose to it but abuse, of a kind thal 
sounds a little strange from such a source. 

It denounces Mr. Carnegie as a ‘‘robber 
tariff baron, declaring that he has accumu- 
lated such a large amount of surplus savings 
under the protection he now enjoys that he 
can afford to startup his milis at a reduced 
scale of wages and go away to Egypt, leav- 
ing other manufacturers less strongly en- 
trenched or with less accumulations, to fight 
their battle alone. 

There is a great deal of truth in all this, of 
course—much more thanthe monopoly or- 
gans are accustomed to utter—but we can 
not see that it diminishes the force of Mr. 
Carnegie’s argument. The system which has 
enabled him to accumulate his great surplus, 
without allowing his workmen any share in 
it, is one which this country cannot be ex- 
pected to submit to indefinitely. It must be 
either modified or destroyed. If it shall not 
be modified now, the agitation will continue 
until it is wholly destroyed. 

Nothing can be more certain than this, and 
Mr. Carnegie has the good sense to recognize 
the truth. The organs that think it good 
politics to fight any modification of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff are simply planning to continue 
the agitation indefinitely, to the continued 
disturbance of the business of the country. 


Shali a Rspublic Favor the Rich? 
From the Boston Herald. 

It is the belief of the governments of Eng- 
land, France and Germany, to say nothing of 
others, that the people of wealth—that is, 
those having large incomes—should contrib- 
ute more to the support ot the government 
than those possessed of small incames, and 
on this account an income tax has been sys- 
tematically imposed and collected. There Is 
no good reason why greater consideration 
should be given the wealthy citizens in a 
republic, such as that of the United States of 
America, than is accorded to them under 
such an autocratic form of government as 
that of Germany, or such an aristocratic 
form of government as that of Great Britain. 
This much can be said in defense of the ac- 
tion of those of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee who have voted in favor of this tax, 
and in addition it can be said that the Gov- 
ernment stands greatly in need of the money.

The genial Joseph P. Johnston 
has told the companies that working as 
they were under color of State law and evi- 
dently belfeving that they were in a legiti- 
mate business the Post-office Department, 
for which heischief inspector for this dis- 
trict, would begin no prosecutions if busi- 
ness ceased, but hereafter if business goes 
on even without the use of the mails 
he will feel it his duty to prose- 
cute on old violations of the 
lottery law. <A decision in Ogden, Utah, 
made last week by the District Court was 
favorable to the bond company and this has 
given the local bond companies courage. 

The local companies are the Guarantee In- 
vestment Co. of 919 Olive street, the St. Louls 
Mutual Bond Investment Co. of the Wain- 
right Building and the Oolumbia Investment 
Oo. of the Columbia Bulliding. 80 far 
64,340 persons have subscribed for bonds.

INSTRUCTIONS TO THE JURY. 

It was a great blow to the bond invest- 
ment companies when the Federal jury 
in the District Court at Chicago 
browght in a verdict Aug. 22 against Geo. M. 
McDonald and others of the Guarantee In 
vestment Co. of Nevada, Mo., St. Louis and 
Chicago, for violation of the lottery law, for 
the company was believed to be the least 
vulnerable to legal attack of those doing 
business in the State. The charge of Judge 
Grasscup tothe jury wasasettler. He said 
the proceeding was brouzht on the law 
against offering prizes dependent on lot or 
chance, 

»The Gearantee Investment Co.,“ said 


he, ‘‘was incorporated under the laws of 
Missouri. The company showed that its 
bonds were numbered consecutively by an 
electric time-indicating machine. On the 
purchase of each bond $10 was paid in as a 
preliminary fund. Then afurther payment 
of $1.25 a month was made, the dollar apply 
ing on the bond and the 25 cents going as 
dues for office expenses. The company re- 
ceived over $500,000 from the $10 preliminary 
ayment.

As Vaillant stepped into the prison van 
yesterday, he turned round tothe Governor 
of the prison and laughingly askeaif he did 
not look like a trussed fowl. Valllant's 
great dream was to become possessed of 
money enoughto buy a chatlet in Algeria, 
where he could live in idleness. 

At a meeting of 2.000 Anarchists last night 
in a refuge at Marseilies a protest was made 
against the seatence imposed upon Valliant, 
and resolutions of an inflammatory nature 
were adopted.

It Is Said They Caused the Explosion at 
Fort Villegaignon. 


SIX MEN KILLED BY A DISASTER ON 
DA GAMA’S FLAGSHIP. 


Sensational Rumors Circulated by 


Both Parties to the War—Serious 
Trouble Continues on Board the 
Cruiser Nictheroy—Crew Will Not Sail 
Unless Paid Advance Money — The 
Brazilian Revolution.

Rio De JANEIRO, Jan. 12,—The explosion 
which took place at Fort Villegaignon is 
much more serious than at first supposed. 
The first report had it that a gun had ex- 
ploded and that several people had been in- 
jured. It now appears that fifteen men were 
Killed by the explosion at the fort men- 
tioned. 

The exact details as to the cause ofthe ex- 
plosion are not known in Rio. One version 
of the affair has it that the loss of Ife was 
caused by the explosion of a gun, and 
another account says that the disaster was 
the result of the explosion of one ofthe 
magazires. In any case the blow Is a severe 
one to Fort Villegaignon, which is already 
much damaged by the frequent storms of 
shot and shell which have visited it during 
the past few months. 

It also appears that the explosion on board 
of Admiral de Gama’s flagship, the Taman- 
dare, was more serious than at first an- 
nounced. Later reports say that six men 
were killed and eight wounded by the ex- 
plosion. These two disasters to the rebels 
have haa the effect of considerably dis- 
heartening them, and it is reported that they 
may cause a decided turn of the tide in favor 
of President Peixoto. 

The usual sensational rumors have been 
circulated in regard to these two explosions, 
among them being the report that the ex- 
plosion at Fort Villegaignon was the work of 
an agent of President Peixoto, who managed 
to obtain admission to the rebel fort and who 
blew up the powder magazine in one portion 
of the Island. 

Friends of the insurgents ashore, however, 
deny this and say thatthe disaster was the 
result ofan accident and that it is impossible 
foranagentof the Peixoto Government to 
sat foot inside of Fort Villegaignon. 

Reports received here from Pernambuco 
confirm the statement that the trouble on 
board the dynamite cruiser Nictheroy con- 
tinues. It was at first reported that the crew 
of the Nictheroy refused to put to sea unless 
they were paid arrears of Wages which were 


saidto be due them. The correct version of 
the affair seems to be that tne crew of the 
Nictheroy insist upon the payment of a con- 
siderable sum of advance money and that 
tho will not sall southward until this money 
is paid. 

The Government officials here deny this 
and say that the Nictheroy, America, Aurora 
and the vessels from Montevideoand other 
places will sail for Rio de Janeiro so soon as 
the entire fleet is gatnered at Pernambuco. 

The most conflicting reports are in circala- 
tion as to the contemplated movements of 
the rebels. It is still announced that they 
are preparing for an attack with their full 
force upon Nictheroy, and that they expect, 
if itis successful, to make a determined at- 
tack upon the city of Rio de Janeiro itself. If 
this is the case the rebels are sure of meeting 
with a warm reception, as President Peixoto 
has been long -aware of their reported 
intentions and has taken steps to defend 
Nictheroy in the most thorough manner, 
and, in view of the brilliant resistance which 
that town has so long made against the rebel 
fleet, it is believed here that the Government 
troops will be able to repulse any attack 
made by the rebel forces. 

Regarding the health of Admiral de Mello 
there are two versions in circulation. Ac- 
cording to one story he is suffering from 
complaints which render him unfit to take 
command of the rebel operations. 

According to another story the rebel com- 
manderis enjoying the most robust health 
and will personally conduct the attack on 
Rio de Jaueiro.

its New Organization and Extended 
Field of Work in This City. 


The St. Louis Society of Pedogogy has been 
in existence fora quarter ofacentury. It is 
a purely voluntary organization made up 
mainly of teachers within the St. Louis public 
schools. Until recently its work consisted of 
papers presented at the regular monthly 
meetingsand of discussions suggested by 
such papers. A great deal of valuable work 
has been accomplished in this way. Many 
papers of permanent value in the educational 
field owe their origin tothe existence of this 
society. The names ofWm. T. Harris, 
Denton J. Snider, F. Touls Soldan, 
Thomas Davidson, E. H. Long, George E. 
Seymour, F. E. Cook, William Schuyler and 
Wm. M. Bryant will serve to indicate the 
range and character of the work done di- 
rectly inthe society upon the basis of its 
earlier organization. 

Many of these addresses have gone into 
print and have had a wide circulation 
throughout the country, so that the infiu- 
ence of the St. Louis Society of Pedagogy has 
been not merely local but also national. 

But the demands in all departments 
of the educational field have greatly 
increased in complexity during the 
last twenty-five years, and it has 
long been evident that if the means to 
the continued self-education ofthe teacher 
are to meet the new demands those means 
must assume a corresponding complexity of 
form. Conscious of this new demand in 


respect of the means tending toward the 
higher degrees of efficiency on the part of 
teachersa spontaneous movement looking 
toward reorganization already mant 
tested itself more than a year ago inthe 
St. Louis Society of Pedagogy, and definitely 
proposed by its president, Mr. Walter H. 
Wilcox. It was with a view to giving rea- 
sonable formulation tothis movement that 
in Maron, 1893, Mr. Willlam Mu. Bryant of the 
St. Louis High School delivered by request 
before the society an address entitled: Pos- 
sibilities of a Pedagogical Society. This 
address was published by the soclety and 
made the basis of a thorough reorganization. 

A Committee on Reorganization consisting 
of Messrs. F. E. Cook, Wm. M. Bryant and 
E. H. Long, with Miss L. V. Reeson and Miss 
Mary C. McCulloch, was appointed, and their 
report, as prepared by Mr. Bryant, was 
adopted without change at the next meeting 
of the society. 

In accordance with this 
sections were organized to 
monthly for special study 
devoted to themes involving the funda- 
mental principles of educational work. And 
this plan of work assumes that the bestof 
all possible assurances to the effect that edu- 
cational methods will be rational and em- 
cientinthe highest degree consists above 
all in thorough cultivation of mind and re- 
finement of nature on the part of the indl- 
vidualteacher. It assumes further that the 
methods of teaching in point of detail are 
and mustever be simply the expression of 
the personality of the one who does the dl- 
rect work of teaching. On this principle 
thie new organization provides for 
eight sections, as follows: 1. “ Pedagogy, 
2. Psychology; 3. Ethics; 4. History; 5. Lit- 
erature; 6. Science; 7. Art; 8. Kindergarten 
and Observation of Child-Life; under the 
leadership respectively of F. E. Cook, E. IU. 
Long, Willlam M. Bryant, George E. Sey- 
mour, F. Louts Soldan. G. W. Krall, Amelia 
C. Fruchte, Mary C. McCulloch, 

In these sections the work thus far has 
consisted of courses of lectures outlining the 
subjects preparatory to more deliberate 
study involving more active participation on 
the part of members. Nearly a third of the 
whole corps of teachers have already con- 
nected themselves with the society under 
this new order of things and the interest is 
manifestly on the increase. 

In this connection the reader is presented 
below with a biographical sketch of Mr. Wm. 
M. Bryant, astheone to whom the special 
ne ofthe new organization is mainly 

ue, 

Mr. Bryant isa native of Indiana, and was 
born In 1843. Heis a classical graduate of the 
Ohio Weslyan University at Delaware, 0. 
The degree of M. A. has been conferred upon 
him by that institution in recognition of his 
literary work. Mr. Bryant served in the late 
war from April, 1861, to November, 1864. He 
was promoted from the ranks of 3d Iowa 
Infantry to Adjutant of 34th Iowa Infantry, 
September, 1862,and also served as Acting As- 
sistant Adjutant General of Brigade in 1864. 
Special mention on account of efficiency and 
soldierly qualities was given him in the final 
oficial history of his regiment. After his 
military service Mr. Bryant finished his col- 
lege course and with but a short interval 
has from that time been occupied contin- 
uously in educational work. In 1867 he was 
Superintendent of Union Schools, New Lis- 
bon, O. From 1870 to 1874 he was Superin- 
tendent of City Schools, Burlington, Io,, 
adding much to their efficiency and doing 
effective work toward the perfecting of 
the system by hastening the completion 
ofa High School building and by furthering 
the fuller development and more perfect 
organization of the school itself. 

Since 1873 he has been engaged in the St. 
Louis schools. During the past thirteen 
yearshe has been in charge of the depart. 
ment of psychology and ethics (elective 
studies) inthe st. Louis High School. Within 
that period the numberof pupils electing 
this department of work has increased from 
one class of fourteen to six classes number- 
ingover 150. 

Mr. Bryant has not spared himself in his 
work;and in consequence he was compelled 
a few years since to take a half-year 
of complete rest. He now spends his 
summer vacations in the Carolina moun- 
tains, where he ownsa cottage ona moun- 
tain spur commanding an exceptionally de. 
ee view of mountain and valley. In his 
school work Mr. Bryant has always advo- 
cated and practiceo that form of discipline 
which appeals to the better nature ofthe 
pase and which tends to the development of 
self-respecting character on the pupil’s 
part. His first important literary 
was Hegal's Philosophy of Art““ (transia- 
tion with extended introduction),

PARKER CONFESSED THE ORIME, BUT 
IMPLICATED ANOTHER. 


Sam Johnson, the Accused, Proved His 
Innocence, However—With the Rope 
About His Neck the Boy Pieaded an 
Alibi—He R:-fased to Pray and Was 
Hanged— The Mob of 400 Dispersed 
After Riddling the Body With Bullets. 


Winonester, O., Jan. 12.—Roscoe Parker, 
the colored boy who four weeks ago last Sun- 
day night brutally murdered the aged Mr. 
Rhine and his wife, was hanged by a mob of 
the best citizens of this place and adjacent 
points at 1 o' clock this morning. The 
murder was for money, and only $10 was ob- 
tained. 

Parker, the murderer, was only 16 years 
old and had worked for the old couple and 
had known of Mr. Rhine’s recelving money 
for the sale of some stock. 

The boy confessed his crime, but impll- 
cated Sam Johnson, who easily proved his 
innocence. Lynching was threatened and 
Parker was taken to Portsmouth for safe 
keeping. 

Meantime the spirit of vengeance did not 
sleep. Secret organization was effected and 
when it was learned yesterday that Sherif 
Danlap was on his way from Athens ana 
would bring Parker to Adams County for 
preliminary hearing ana would Keep him 
overnight in the West Union Jalil, messen- 
gers were sent out and a band of 400 men met 
at the Panhandle crossing and rode to West 
Union. 

At the jailthey tried the ruse of pretend- 
ing they had a prisoner, but Sherif! Dunlap, 
seeing a mask, shutthe door and fastened 
it securely. The mob used force, and despite 
the Sheriff’s manly defense, soon had Parker 
and nürried on their way toward Win- 
chester. 

The boy still maintained that Johnson aid 
the murder and finally, when the place of 
execution was reached and the rope was 
around his neck, he said he was not at the 
place of murder the night ofthe crime and 
could tell nothing whatever about it. 

The boy refused to pray and was hanged 
after one or two efforts by the somewhat un- 
skillful executioners, who left him after rid- 
dling the body with bullets.

Mr. Hale G. Parker, principal of the Dumas 
colored school, isatthe present time under 
the scrutiny of the Teachers Committee of 
the Board{of Education. Two things are being 
investigated. One is his absence at Chicago 
as a member of the National World’s Fair 
Commission withouta formal leave of ab- 
sence from the board, and the other is 
alleged improprieties atthe schools. Com- 
plaint was made dy persons whose identity Is 
not definitely known, and the committee has 
decided to run down theallegations. At 
next Monday’s meeting of the Teach- 
ers’ Committees a sub-committee 
will report the result of its inquiries and the 
full committee will act in accordance with 
the findings. The stay of Mr. Parker at Chi- 
cago as one of e eight national represent- 
atives, who mprised the World's Fair 
Commission, extended from Sept. 15, 
well along into November. He 
himself claims that he had what 
he deemed sufficient permission for 
his absence. The other information which 
has been filed with the committee,is well 
guarded by the members, and 
Mr. Parker himself professes to 
know nothing about it and 
declares thatif charges of wrong-doing or 
impropriety have been made against him, 
the instigators are irresponsible persons, 
who should not de believed.
